Rabbit Amd Horse Serum 
To Treat Whooping Cough 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


V HOOPING COUGH is a 
dangerous disease, particu- 
larly In infants and little 
children under two years of 
age because of the serious and 
even fatal compllcations which 
may accompany it, 


For this reason o great deal 
of reseyrch has been devoted 
to the problem of finding an 
effective treatment. Unfor- 
tunately, none of these efforts 
has been entirely successful. 
Recently, however, what is 
known as antipertussis serum, 
mode from horse serum | or 
rabbit. serum, has been tricd, 
with hopeful. results, on a group 
of whooping cough patients, 


It.must be remembered that 
ft is diMcult {o evaluate any 
treatment carried out in: this 
disense. Whooping cough Js so 
variable that the course it 
takes in one patient cun 
seareely be compared with that 
followed in another.

The benefits 
obtained were judged on the 
basis of the number of coughing 
ond vomiting attacks, ns well 
og on the general nppearance of 
the patient and = the umount of 
Improvement in the general 
condition which was produccd. 


It was) found that In many 
cases, the mumber ond severity 
at the coughing attacks and 
attacks of vomitlng decreased 
rapidly. With the decrease In 
the ‘severity of the coughing 
spells, there was an Improve- 
ment In the genera) well-being 
of the patient, his behaviour, 
and appetite. In come Instances 
there was a temporary beneft 
only. 


Suffictent Benefits

according to Dr John A. 
Toomey of Cleveland and his 
co-workers, are not sufficient to 
recommend its use in al] cases 
of whooping cough, It should 
bo used when the paticnt is 
desperately iL.

In March 1949 the World 
Federation of Democratic 
Women, which has long 
been under Communist con- 
trol, issued an applal for a 
Peace Congress, and in April 
the ‘World Congress of the 
Partisans of Peace’ was 
held in Paris and attended 
by over 2,000 delegates. 
An intensive campaign has 
since been conducted by all 
Communist parties, which 
are even enjoined to give 
“the fight for peace” priority 
over “'the fight for bread.” 


In has now been luld down 
that October 2 shall be observed 
fn the future as "Peace Day”; 
and a “World Congress of the 
Partisans of Peace” is te be held 
In Italy under Communist 
nuspices townrds the end of the 
year. Such devotion 
cause by a party which avowedly 
stands for “world revolution,” 
appears at first sight surprising, 
and an enquiry Into the motives 
which lie behind it may thus re- 
Pay examination, 


Not Opposites 


HE Communist doctrine of the 
nature of war and of its 
role under existing social con- 
ditions rests upon certain prin- 
ciples enunciated by Marx, and 
reiterated by Lenin and Stalin, 
To state them fully would be to 
write a book on. Marxist's 
Philosophy, and they cun only 
be given here in a summarised 
form. They are the followin: 
First: War and = peace, con- 
sidered dinlectically, are not op- 
posites, and the difference be- 
tween them iy only a matter of 
degree. , 


Secondly:, War is inevitable 
under capitalism, — particularly 
when the latter has reached its 
final “imperialistic” phase, which 
fmpels capitalist states to attack 
each other, 


Thirdly: The capitalist and 
the. Communist systems are 
mutually incompatible, and a 
conflict between the two is 
therefore unavoidable. Its issue 
is, however, dialectically prede- 
termined In favour of Soclallsm, 
the designation given to the 
present Soviet order. 

It is truo that -Stalin has 
occasionally startled ihe world 
by declaring that tho two eys-

Class Struggle 


IOURTHLY; A close relation 
exists between wars in 
general and the class strugle In 
society, All wars between nations 
ere ultimntely due to the clars 
struggle, and must therefore 
cease when that struggle has 
been resolve, But until that 
happy consummation takes 
place, they will continue to 
play a dominant role in tho 
frand — strateyy of revolution, 
since Itsy through them that It 
will be brought about, as it was 
in Russia, 

Hence, as Lenin and Stalln 
have asseried Jn the clearest 
terms, Communists are not paci- 
fists, Every war is to be judyed 
by whether it advances -or re 
tards ‘the cause of “world te- 
volution,” ar the interests of 
the Soviet Union, which have 
new come to mean the same 
thing; und thus the test of the 
truce Communist today is his 
fldelity to the Soviet . Union, 
just as a generation ago it 
was his aeceptance of the "dice 
tatorship of the proletnriat.” 

This docs not mean, how- 
ever, that every international 
dispute must necessarlly Icad to 
wat. Indeed, at the moment, 
Soviet policy seems directed to 
avoiding open hostilitles, 
despite the optimistic assurance 
that those must end in. the 
triumph of Socialism, 


Need For Respite 


OR here tactical considerations 
enter,

If the colonial dependencics 
are Inhabited by — primitive 
races, attempts will be mude to 
Inflame the — natlonallst senti- 
tent of the latter by represent- 
ing them as the victims of 
fareign exploitation, Thus the 
inetropolitan country is divided 
aginst itself, while its Strength 
is sapped by disorders in its 
outlying possessiong, The inter- 
fal troubles in France, combin- 
ed with the costly and Inconclu- 
sive war dn Indo-China, reflect 
the ¢Mcacy of these tactics, 


The Reality 


HIRDLY: If one capitalist state 
Is attacked by another, the 
Communist will view the ‘con- 
flict as one between two rival 
nationalist-bourgeols froups, 
which only interests him Insofar 
as it cam be ured to asuist 
“world revolution,” In accordance 
with Lenin's teaching, he will 
thus secle to convert it into o 
civil war, in the hope that the 
consequent parilyds of the 
government may enable his 
barty to salze power, 


Fourthly: If war breaks out 
ween A capitalist state and 
the Soviet Union, the Com- 
will do his utmost to 

the Inatter; and. in 
ruary 1949 Thorez, the 
leader of the French Com- 
munist Party, made n public 
utatement {o this effect, which 
was repented by other national 
party leaders. 


Yet in all this the Communists 
maintain that they are striving 
for peace on behalf of “the 
peace . loving Sovict Union,” 
whose pacific dispositions aro 
demonstrated by Its vast: pro-~ 
eramme of armaments, by {ts ex. 
pansionist designs in the Far 
East, ond by its absorption since 
1939 of the Baltle States, East 
Poland, Czechoslovalia, Rumanian, 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Albania, 
all of which countries have been 
forcibly integrated into 
Sovict economy without remard 
to the wishes of thelr nationals.
